Members of the newly formed Capital City Coin Club, 
Jefferson City, Mo. participated in NCW in several ways. Junior 
member Shella Keilholz placed an exhibit about coin errors in 
the children’s library section of the Thomas Jefferson library, 
Jefferson City. The display was shown for two weeks and 
recieved favorable comments from librariens. 

On April 22, Missouri Governor John Ashcroft proclaimed Coin 
Week in Missouri. Several adult and junior club members 
attended the presentation ceremony in the Capitol as the 
Governor graciously greeted them. 

April 25 and April 26 saw club members take turns manning 
coin information tables at a regionol shopping mall. A display 
of fractional currency and Military Payment certificates 
attracted the attention of passersby. Several persons brought 
coins to be evaluated and discussed. As literature about coin 
collecting and the A.N.A. was passed out, club members explained 
the purpose of the coin club. Nearly 200 1944 wheat cents were 
given to children with the fact pointed out that the coins were 
made from melted World War II shell cases.

United Telephone System will 
launch two construction projects 
late this month in the Jefferson 
City area. 

The first project will provide 
telephone cable reinforcement on 
Southridge Drive and Route C in 
Jefferson City and Cole County. 
The $125,000 project will include in- 
Stallation of 5,312 feet of under- 
ground cable and 5,275 feet of 
aerial cable. 

The project is needed to provide 
for future service demands of the 
Missouri Lottery Commission and 
of several residential areas, in- 
cluding Colonial Hills and Capital 
Hills, spokesman Tom Rackers 
said. 

United also will be providing ca- 
ble for a future Comfort Inn and 
for several several established 
subdivisions, Rackers said. 

The first phase of construction 
will consist of placing under- 
ground cable. The remaining 
work, the aerial and buried con- 
struction, will continue in May, 
June and July and is scheduled to 
be fe apna in August, Rackers 
said. 

The second project will add a 96- 
line digital concentrator along 
Route C, he said. The concentrator 


will allow for expansion within the 


Quail Valley subdivision and Zion 
Road area without extending ae- 
rial and underground cable facili- 
ties.
